Democrat who ramrodded the sensational RFC probe is 
demanding a code of ethics be drawn up as a sort of slide- 
rule for measuring the intergrity of public officials.

Fulbright told the senate last week the RFC inquiry 


disclosed a moral problem in which officials abide by the 
letter of the law—tiut violate its spirit without any feel- 
ing of wrong-doing. 


"The values of life which were clear to the.Pil- 


grims," he said, "and the founding fathers have become 
dim and fuzzy in outline." 


The time has come, he says, for a new look at what 


is right and what is wrong.

And many Americans feel the same way. Every 


mail brings a fresh batch of letters, cheering Fulbright 
for his fight for honesty in government and echoing his 
fear that political corruption is eating away the moral 
strength of the government.

They go like this: 
From Weatherford, Tex.—"What has happened to 


us, Bill? Are we as a people so hungry for money or 
personal power that we have forgotten every principle 
of decency our dads taught us? I don't believe it. Surely 
there are enough good men left to start a cleanup." 


From New York City—"It is high time that we gave 


serious thought to our standards of right and decency 
which are far too low. Not only in politics but in every 
corner of American life." 


From West Nyack, N. Y.—"Shrewdness and clever- 


ness seem to have been readily accepted as an adequate 
and desirable substitute for the once respected virtues of 
intellectual and moral integrity." 
From Abiline, Tex.—"Indignation is widespread and 


growing rapidly and unless congress orders a house 
cleaning the voters will at the first opportunity."

Similar messages come from Arkansas, Michigan, 


Florida, Mississippi, Tennessee, California and other 
states across the nation. 


Looking at these letters, there is no doubt Fulbright 


touched on a subject that is worrying many people when 
he asked for a commission "to consider the problem of 
ethical standards of conduct in public affairs." 


And like the man from Weatherford, Tex., Fulbright 


Is certain there are "enough good men left" to start a 
cleanup by pointing the way to a more rigid standard of 
conduct for public officials.

Fulbright chose carefully the names of 10 men 


whom he would like-to see on the commission.. He called t. 
them "private citizens of outstanding achievement and» 
character, whose integrity is beyond question."

Fulbright concedes he may be called naive even to 


think that a code of ethics would have any influence. 


"We have laws to cover outright bribery, theft and 


other things that we all know to be dishonest," Ful- 
bright said. "But is it bribery when a government offi- 
cial accepts free room and board at a plush hotel from 
someone who wants something from him? I don't know 
—but I do know it's wrong." 
And judging by the mail he is receiving—a lot of 


Americans feel the same way.

Starting rate at the Columbus- 


McKinnon plant is 94 cents an 
hour, a union spokesman said.

The scale is below those 
in other local area metal-working 
shops, the union claims. 


Altogether there are about 58 


workers involved in the walkout. 
Some of these already have drifted 
to other jobs, a union spokesman 
added.

buildings damaged in the blazes. Total loss was estimated at $300,444. 
No injuries were reported. 


State police identified the man streets. 


as Vernon Mevis, 21, an employe 
of a refrigerator plant in nearby 
Holding. He was nabbed last night 
behind a flaming Western Union 
building, one of the burned struct- 
ures. 


When the fires popped out in 


quick succession at 8 p.m. (CST) 
last night, this community of 5,321 
persons northeast of Grand Rapids 
took on the aspect of an armed 
camp. National guardsmen patrol- 
led the area keeping order. Fire- 
men from a half dozen neighbor- 
inp towns shrieked to the seen*.

School Board 
Made Profit on 
Land Auction 


Members Defend 
Action, Provide 
Financial Facts 


The Dixon board of education 


netted a profit of about $4,500 on 
Saturday's sale of school property 
recently declared undesirable for 
a school site. 


The 3 & -acre tract, located in 


the south end of the city was pur- 
chased six years ago for $29,000. 
Although it was sold at auction 
Saturday for $28,715, an apparent 
loss in the investment, school 
board officials Monday proved that 
actually the school treasury has 
profited. Here was the way they 
figured: 


$6,900 In Rent 


During the time the property 


was owned by the district, the dis- 
trict accumulated $6,900 in rent 
from certain properties located 
thereon. In addtilon to the land 
sale Saturday, the district disposed 
of an old bam situated on the 
property for $100. 


Thus adding that to the sale 


price of the land, the total be- 
comes $35,715. Taking tnat, less 
approximately $1,800 paid in taxes 
and insurance over the six-year 
period, the net becomes $33,915. 


The board has spent a negligible 


sum for necessary repairs it was 
pointed out, bringing that net to 
approximately $33,500. 


Deducting the original purchase 


price of $29,000 the profit becomes 
$4.500. 


Ne*ded Larger Site 


Board members felt that it was 


nccessary.to seek a larger site for 
proposed grade school building on 
the recommendation of the archi- 
tect. But before selling the smaller 
property it negotiated for a 20- 
acre tract In the south end of the 
city which it acquired recently for 
$19,000. 


No member of the present board 


of education served during the 
time of the first land purchase. 
However, before -the acquisition 
of the present 20-acre site, the 
present board had before it the 
alternative of spending $10,000 for 
constructing a. viaduct over a 
creek running through the prop- 
erty and the necessity of con- 
demning and purchasing a home 
site jutting into the 3%-acre site 
at an estimated cost of another 
$25,000.

Entries will be judged by 
county and state 4-H extension 
officials on the basis of the mem- 
ber's general record and his indi- 
vidual and group work with elec- 
tricity. 


Of particular interest to all 4-H 


(fcmbers, the county extension 
staff stated, are the make-a-handi- 
cord and bake-a-waffle participa- 
tion meetings which are a part of 
the activity.

Agriculture, Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, electrically operated feeders are 
designed to save the many hours of 
labor involved in a typical hand- 
feeding chore. If you don't know 
how much work Is involved in feed- 
ing poultry, here's what Penn State's 
studies disclose: 


You handle 5 to 7 tons of mash to 
feed 1.000 broilers to market age: 
about 40 tons of mash to feed 1,000 
turkeys for 28 weeks; 25 tons of mush. 
25 tons of scratch grain and variable 
quantities of other supplementary 
feeds annually in feeding 1.000 laying 
hens. That's a lot of feed—and rep- 
resents a lot of work. No wonder 
automatic poultry feeders have ap- 
peared on the market as another in 
the growing list of electrical time and 
labor savers. 


These devices consist of three main 
parti: a hopper which holds about a 


trough is controlled to th« desired 
level. Any type of feed—mash, grain 
or pellets—are evenly distributed on 
the straightaway or around corners. 


Automatic feeders are made for 


both small and large poultry opera- 
tors. Their use has developed slowly, 
with about 5,000 installed at of six 
months ago. At the close of 1950. how- 
ever, this figure had grown to approx- 
imately 8,000. 


Studies record that the UM of auto- 


matic feeders wUl reduce feeding 
time by as much as 50«,:. One experi- 
ment chows that layer* will produce 
a dozen eggs with 7/10 of a ton less 
feed* when fed automatically than 
when fed by hand. This is because 
automatic feeder* practically elimi- 
nate waste and because fresh feed is 
always available. Well fed birds grow 
faster and lay better. An automatic 
feeder will use about 1 kwhr per day 
per 1,000 laying hens.

We Must Tailor Foreign Aid to 


Receivers' Wants, Not Ours 


In many nations outside the Communist world the 


United States is not popular. Why is this so ? 


Just plain envy of our wealth and power is one reason. 


For another, it's human to dislike the insufferably charitable 
person who keeps you afloat when you can't make it alone. 
And plenty of the non-Communist peoples are dependent on 
us for help. 


Then, too, other countries feel we don't really, under- 


stand them and don't try to. To a great extent they're right. 
But one should add instantly that the shoe fits the other foot 
as well; not many foreigners actually know America. They 
too often judge us by a body of myth and legend which has 
onyl a frail link to reality. 


To dispel envy and induce the receiver of charity to like 


the giver is not easy. But certainly it lies within our power 
to help eliminate the fundamental misunderstandings be- 
tween us and foreign peoples. 


We can do much more than we now do to grasp their 


traditions and customs, their geography, their historic and 
cultural backgrounds, their economic base, their political 
make-up.

Out of this increased understanding will come an appre- 


ciation of a fact too frequently overlooked by some of our 
most ardent patriots: we cannot make these people over in 
our own image. We cannot foist our traditions upon them, 
nor cram them into the same mold that delineates our eco- 
nomic and.political system.

Manyidf these people will continue to need bur^assistance 


for a long time. We cannot demand as the price of that aid 
that they simply ape America.' We can, however, require 
that any money given be spent as wisely as possible, and it's 
fair to set up control arrangements which afford that assur- 
ance. 


The big need is to devise programs of aid and improve- 


ment, particularly for backward Asia, which take into full 
account the condition of the peoples. It is absurd to think of 
the Asiatics in standard democratic terms; they know little 
of democracy and care less. To insist that an Asiatic nation 
adopt our, form of it as the price of help would be like trying 
to grow sweet corn at the North Pole. 


Communism makes headway in Asia and in some parts 


of Europe because it offers a specific practical program that 
can be understood by the man who is worrying about his 
stomach, not about his freedom. 
• 
• • 


We have to understand that the virtues of our life are 


not readily apparent to a man in such state. We have got to 
offer him something just as practical and specific as the 
Communists do. 


What we come up with in various countries may not look 


too much like what we have here. But that will not matter 
if it gives these peoples something that ftis their needs and 
their nature, and amounts to a real alternative to Commu- 
nism. 


If we have the imagination to devise such programs, 


then there is a good chance many of the beneficiary nations 
will go beyond merely respecting our power and wealth and 
begin liking us. For they will have realized that we think 
of them as distinctive human beings, not as potential carbon 
copies of Americans. 


And it's very possible, too, that they will want to know 


us better, to junk the foolish myths which today give them 
so warped a notion of our living. With that, we'll be on the 
road to the kind of mutual understanding which alone can 
provide a lasting foundation for peace in the free world.

Dear Sir: 


I have been a merchant in Dixon 


for more years than I like to re- 
member and have never taken any 
part in local politics but now, at 
the risk of offending some people, 
I want to publicly express my 
views on the city election which 
will be held in a few weeks. I do 
this for the very selfish reason 
that I think Dixon is in danger of 
becoming a second rate city while 
Sterling and other nearby cities 
boom. This will be bad for busi- 
ness and consequently bad for me. 


Let's compare what Slothower 


did while he was mayor with what 
Hofmann did. The first step is 
easy. Slothower did nothing. Can 
we afford to sign up now for four 
years of doing nothing?

use. 
• 5. City hall—Slothower failed to 
make the necessary repairs to 
needed and Hofmann had to im- 
prove it at a time when costs were 
high. Slothower's failure to make 
these improvements cost all us 
taxpayers additional money. 


6. Police and fire—Hofmann has 


modernized both of these depart- 
ments and urged that the em- 
ployees be paid a living wage. 


I could go on with'this list but 


it should not be necessary. We can- 
not afford to have a do-nothing 
government.

Although" Canasta is really a 


game of points, some people pre 
fer to play only by the game. In 
other words, they don't care whe 
ther a game is won or lost by ten 
points or by four thousand. Al 
that matters is which side won the 
game. 


That kind of game is perfectly 


playable and quite enjoyable as a 
matter of fact. Mind you, it isn't 
the "official" way of playing—but 
any rules are all right as long as 
the four players at the table un- 
derstand them, thoroughly and 
agree completely as to which rules 
are being followed. 


Incidentally, even when you're 


playing for game only, you must 
still finish a hand before you can 
count the score. If both sides go 
over 5,000 points on the final hand, 
the game is won by'the side that 
has more points on the final score. 
This'may or may not be the side 
that melded out on the last hand. 
The final points are what count; 
nothing else. 


What should be done if both 


sides go over 5,000 points and end 
in a tie? In the regular rules, this 
is called a tie and no contest. A 
new game is then begun. This is 
the best way to handlejt, but there 
is nothing to atop people from 
agreeing to play one 'additional 
hand to break the tie. If anybody 
objects, however, the regular rule 
must be followed, in which case 
the game is declared a tie. 


If you happen to find yourself in 


a game of this kind, you must 
sometimes change your style ot 
play. If you can end a hand and 
win the game, there is no need to 
try for additional points: Tou don't 
need them. Contrariwise, if the 
opponents are way ahead, you 
must play to go out before they 
have had a chance to meld. (In 
the regular game you would play 
for a big score. • not caring too 
much, whether or not the oppo- 


nents managed to meld,) 


For example, suppose that your 


side leads 4,700 to 1,000. Your op- 
ponents meld quickly and are try- 
ing to go out. If you are playing.- 
for points, you should probably™ 
freeze the pack and try to get con- 
trol of the discard pile. If the 
opponents fail to meld out quickly, 
you will wind up with a very big 
score. If you are playing for game, 
however, you don't dream of 
freezing. You need only one ca- 
nasta to go over 5,000 points, so 
you would never waste a wild card 
on a freeze. You would meld as 
quickly as possible and hope to K«t— 
your 300 points by the time th«W 
hand ends. 
• • » 


Q—During a Canasta game with 


my in-laws there arose this dis- 
pute. The cards were dealt and a 
king was turned up to start the 
discard pile. My father-in-law was 
first to play. He picked up the 
turn-up card (the king) and re- 
placed it with a five—no meld, no 
points, no nothing. He said that^ 
since he was the first to play h»™ 
had the choice of taking the king 
or the top card of the stockpile. I 
say he is wrong. In order to pick 
up the king, he must have two 
other kings plus the additional 
meld needed for his 60 points.

course women are employed in the 
service. 


Candidates for employment as 


intelligence agents are carefully 
selected, and screened to deter- 
mine their special qualifications. 
A candidate who, for instance, 
aims at foreign service, must have 
one or more foreign languages. 
French is the most useful since 
it is recognized as the' general 
language of diplomacy and can 
be used in the capitals of many 
countries.

Reps. Thomas E. Martin (R-Iowa) 
and Jenkins (R-Ohio) set their 
sights on a maximum $7,500,000,- 
000 increase.

All the student needs to do 


is get his 'card from his draft 
board, fill out the required infor- 
mation, attach a one-cent stamp, 
and mail.

The teats will be given Mayy 26, 


June 16 and June 30 at 1,000 
schools and colleges. 
They will 


help determine whether men now 
in college are good enough stu- 
dents to merit continued defer- 
ment.

The selective service announce- 


ment yesterday did not give a
